Outstanding  export  sales  as  reported  by 
private  exporters  and  compiled  with  other  data 
in  this  release  give  a  snapshot  view  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  contracting  scene.  At  any  given  time  in  the 
course  of  a  marketing  year  outstanding  sales 
do  not  bear  a  consistent  relationship  to  even¬ 
tual  export  shipments.  A  meaningful  export 
projection  is  not  obtainable  by  the  simple 
device  of  adding  outstanding  sales  to  exports  to 
date.  The  latter  data,  alone,  may  provide  a  more 
reliable  measure  of  current  export  activity  than 
may  be  derived  from  a  year-to-year  compari¬ 
son  of  outstanding  sales.

EXPORT  SALES  REPORT 


Comments  on  release  of  May  1  (based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  week  ending  April  20,  1980) 

Wheat :  Met  sales  of  389,600  metric  tons  (MT)  increased  significantly  from  last  week's  level. 
Korea  (125,400  MT),  Japan  (55,600  MT),  and  the  Philippines  (53,700  MT)  were  the  major  buyers. 
Exports  of  642,900  MT  were  slightly  below  last  week's  total,  with  Bangladesh,  Brazil,  Japan, 
the  Philippines,  and  Iran  the  major  destinations.  The  official  USDA  export  estimate  for  wheat 

has  been  revised  slightly  upward  to  36.741  million  tons. 

Corn :  Net  sales  of  677,600  MT  were  down  slightly  from  last  week's  level.  Major  purchasers 
included  Taiwan  (144,600  MT)  and  the  Netherlands  (88,900  MT),  with  smaller  amounts  for  several 
other  countries.  Weekly  exports  of  1,248,200  MT  decreased  slightly  from  last  week's  level,  with 
the  Soviet  Union,  the  Western  Hemisphere,  and  Japan  primary  destinations. 

Rice :  Net  sales  of  64,900  MT  were  up  considerably  from  the  previous  week's  level.  Iraq  was 

the  major  buyer,  taking  42,100  MT.  Weekly  exports  of  61,200  MT  were  primarily  to  Korea  and  Iraq. 

Sorghum:  Japan  accounted  for  over  half  of  the  sorghum  business,  in  which  net  sales  totaled 
263,300  MT.  Weekly  exports  of  169,700  MT  were  moderate,  with  Japan  the  major  destination.  Due 
to  reduced  supplies  from  Argentina  and  continued  strength  in  foreign  demand,  the  USDA  export 
estimate  has  been  revised  upward  to  8.89  million  tons. 

Soybeans :  Net  sales  remained  at  brisk  levels  at  417,700  MT,  compared  with  404,100  MT  the 
previous  week.  New  sales  included  157,800  MT  to  Spain,  143,800  MT  to  the  Netherlands,  62,500  MT 
to  Japan,  and  33,400  MT  to  China.  Exports  at  512,900  MT  continued  at  very  strong  levels  and 
were  6  percent  larger  than  the  previous  week's.  The  major  destinations  included  Spain 
(92,400  MT),  Taiwan  (85,000  MT),  Japan  (76,800  MT),  and  Germany,  FR  (46,300  MT)!  Exports  to 
China  at  23,800  MT  brought  that  country's  accumulated  total  for  the  marketing  year  to  642,000  MT, 
compared  with  141,900  MT  for  the  entire  1978/79  MY. 

Soybean  Meal :  Net  sales  at  151,500  MT  were  up  considerably  from  the  previous  week's.  Italy 
(52,900  MT) ,  the  Netherlands  (41,400  MT),  and  Germany,  FR  (27,500  MT)  were  the  major  buyers. 
Exports  at  69,900  MT  were  off  sharply  from  the  previous  week's  total.  The  major  destinations 
were  Italy  (24,500  MT),  Bulgaria  (18,900  MT),  and  the  Netherlands  (13,500  MT). 

Soybean  Oi 1 :  Net  sales  totaled  37,200  MT,  compared  with  45,600  MT  the  previous  week.  Some 
48,000  MT  were  switched  from  unknown  destinations  to  India,  bringing  the  total  declared  for  the 
week  to  79,000  MT.  Switches  of  10,000  MT  from  unknown  destinations  were  declared  for  China. 
Exports  were  off  very  sharply  at  only  8,700  MT,  with  India  (6,000  MT)  the  principal  destination. 
The  official  USDA  export  estimate  for  soybean  oil  has  been  revised  upward  to  1,066,000  MT. 

Cotton :  Sales  activity  declined  but  remains  good.  MY  1980/81  net  sales  of  134,700  RB  lead 
with  significant  additions  to  China  -  40,000  RB,  including  15,000  RB  switched  from  1979/80, 

Korea  -  31,200  RB,  Philippines  27,000  RB,  and  Japan  10,500  RB.  MY  1979/80  net  sales  were 
21,900  RB,  with  major  additions  by  Canada  -  15,200  RB,  Taiwan  -  9,500  RB,  and  Korea  -  9,000  RB. 

As  mentioned  previously,  China  reduced  1979/80  sales  15,000  RB,  which  were  moved  to  MY  1980/81. 
Exports  remain  strong  as  217,100  RB  were  shipped,  91  percent  to  Asia,  including  61,500  RB  to 
China  and  7  percent  to  Europe. 

Barley,  Rye,  and  Oats:  Showed  no  significant  activity.
